This, Attorney General Gamett believes 
i.H a proclauuition sufflcicnt to nu'ct I In- reipiire- 
nu'iits of the C(»nstitution. but he ailds: "If it 
should lie held that the proclamation so made is not 
sufficient' I think, since there is no time limit, the 
present (lovcrnor c(Hdil make tlw proclamation." 

The point was raised in Lewis county when M 
bond issue of ijilTiO.OOO recently was voted for road 
construction- The bankers have been hesitating 
to huy tlie hond.s, because of llie doubt that the 
provisions of the Constitution had been nn-t. It is 
rather unfortunate that public officials seem to foi- 
get now and thin that the State has a Constitution 
and that its provisions have some bearing on their 
official duties. 

Kentucky needs roads and now that at least one 
county in the State has decided to build some high- 
wa.vs for the convenience of its po|)ulation it is. 
regrettable that the im|)rovenn'nt shoulil he de 
layed by techniiialities. But the ease is not hope 
less, and if the bankers accept the Attorney Gen- 
cral's view there is no reason why Lewis county 
should not pri>ceed with its road program. — Cour 
ier-Joumal.
